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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

The claims are objected to because they include reference characters which are 
not enclosed within parentheses. 

Reference characters corresponding to elements recited in the detailed 
description of the drawings and used in conjunction with the recitation of the same 
element or group of elements in the claims should be enclosed within parentheses so 
as to avoid confusion with other numbers or characters which may appear in the claims. 
See MPEP§ 608.01 (m). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not 
described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 
Regarding claim 1, it is not clear in the specification how the inflating toy expands in 
size after soaking in the water. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 1, it is not clear how the inflating toy expands in size after 
soaking in the water. It is not clear as to how the phrases "characterized in that" and "is 
configured" further structurally limit the claim. Also, it is not clear as to what is meant by 
the phrase "expanding in size several fold after soaking in water"; the phrase is 
confusing. 

The claims are generally narrative and indefinite, failing to conform with current 
U.S. practice. They appear to be a literal translation into English from a foreign 
document and are replete with grammatical and idiomatic errors. 

Regarding claim 1, it is not clear if applicant is claiming an apparatus or a 
method. It appears the claim recites an apparatus in lines 2-5. On the other hand, it 
appears the claim recites a method in lines 5-8. In this Office Action, the examiner 
presumes applicant is claiming an apparatus. Limitations reciting a method are 
considered to be functional recitations of the claim. Clarification of the scope of the 
claims is required. 

Regarding claim 5, it is not clear as to what is considered to be an appropriate 
quantity. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
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The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1, 3 and 4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Newmark. 

Regarding claim 1, as best as understood, Newmark teaches in the figures an 
inflating toy comprising a inflating toy (13), enclosed within a soft, pocket type covering 
(5-9), a water re-filler orifice (1 0) and unstop plug (1 1 ). 

Regarding claim 3, as best as understood, Newmark further teaches more than 
one inflating toy (fig.2). 

Regarding claim 4, as best as understood, Newmark further teaches a ring (4). 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 2 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Newmark. 

Regarding claims 2, Newmark teaches in the figures most of the elements of the 
claimed invention except for a transparent covering and the covering filled with 
appropriate quantity of sequins. It would have been considered a mere design choice to 
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have the covering of Newmark transparent and the covering of Newmark filled with 
appropriate quantity of sequins for purpose of enhancing the aesthetics of the toy. 



The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Cheskin teaches toy. Leslie teaches an a game ball. 
Liebermann inflatable chambers therein. Palau teaches a spongy member .
